When It Fails to Find 
Body. 


Tradition, as old as the black 
cat 
omen says that if a loaf of home-made 
bread is dropped in the water a t the 
point where a body entered the stream 
it v>ill sink beneath the tide at the 
point where the corps is resting. 


Police Chief Lenz had heard of the 
ancient method of locating 
drowned 
bodies but 
he 
had 
not 
thought 
of 
employing it in the case of 
F r a n k 
Claus, who was a victim of the double 
tragedy 
on 
Sunday. 
However, 
the 


c hief prew tired, Wednesday, when he 
had been told over the teleplione for 
the fiftieth time that he ought to locate 
the corpse by use of a bread loaf. 


"I know it will work," explained an 
elderly woman, at 5 o'clock, Wednes- 
day morning. "My cousin was drowned 
and they hunted two days for his body. 
Finally they dropped a loaf of bread 
in the river. 
They found the loaf of 
bread right on top of hia corpse." 


"Won't baker's bread do?" Lenz in- 
quiried. 


"No, it must be home-made bread, 
I always heard," the chief was told. 


He telephoned to his wife that he 
felt obligated to rob the Household of 
a whole 
loaf of bread. 
Lieutenant 
Grimme went after the food. 
He de- 
clares that he did not remove any part 
of the loaf 
before 
he 
reached 
the 
searching party on the bank of the 
Maumee river. 


The fluffy bread loaf was dropped 
into the muddy waters at a point where 
the rowboat capsized, Sunday 
morn- 
ing. 
Like 
a 
fisherman's 
cork 
the 
kitchen 
product 
went 
bobbing 
and 
whirling down stream. 
It was tossed 
on the crest of dashing waves 
and 
gyrated in the vortex of 
numberless 
tddies. 


The police motorboat gave 
chase. 
Ti was a difficult task to keep pace 
with the hurrying loaf of bread. 
After 
two miles of lacing with the tide the 
officers realized that the bread 
loaf 
would pi-obabiy come to rest in Lake 
Eiie. 
When 
near 
New 
Haven 
the 
chase was abandoned and the police 
began the painful return journey. 


IVlaybe the exceptional current 
of 
the stream, which sweeps even the iron 
grab hooks away in its might, caused 
the te.st to fail. Chief Lenz says. 
He 
also places some blame upon his gen- 
eral lack of faith in the tradition. 


He at one time tried to locate 
a 
woman's body by dropping her petti- 
coat into the stream and met a similar 
failure. 
He said. 
The skirt came to 
rest 600 yards f r o m the point where 
the body was found. 


Lenz takes it that the overthrow of 
the loaf of bread theory is a blow to 
the principle of water witches, medi- 
cine men and most conjuring prac- 
tices.

the country, who, added to the pres- 
ent personnel, will give us the finest 
body of enlisted men any officers were 
ever privileged to instruct and lead." 


The secretary said t h a t his advice to 
every young 
officer 
would be, "g'et 
yourself a naval hero" for emulation 
during the years of service ahead. He 
declared it was by continually asking 
himself "what would F a r r a g u t 
d o ? " 
t h a t 
Admiral 
Dewey 
became 
the 
American naval hero who should be 
emulated before others. 


Dewey H a d a n Ideal. 


"History of Admiral Dewey," 
Mr. 
Daniels continued, "furnishes one of 
the m a n y examples that it is only the 
m a n who makes ready in the days of 
calm who is fully ready in the days 
of storm. 
A call to duty in the navy 
is ever quick and imperative. Dewey 
— t h a n k s to having »elected F a r r a g u t 
as his ideal and making ready every 
day of his career—was collected and 
capable and cool on the morning he 
sailed into Manila bay. 
H e recalled 
F a r r a g u t ' s 
'Damn 
tiie -torpedo—go 
aliead.' 


Calling attention to the ever-increas- 
ing responsibilities of naval officers 
the secretary quoted Dewey as saying 
that the men now graduated at An - 
napolis "know 
three hundred 
times 
as m u c h as young officers knew In my 
day." 


Must Justify Faith. 


"Will the people's faith in the navy 
as its protector be justified?" continued 
the secretary. 
"Will they safely look 
to it as the strong right orm of gov- 
ernment without thought that a pow- 
erful na\'y endangers the 
supremacy 
of civilian authority? 
The answer to 
that question is for you and your fel- 
low officers and those who come a f t e r 
you. 
I have tested the quality of the 
men of the navy today. 
I think 
I 
know their loyalty to country and its 
traditions and their whole-hearted de- 
votion to the ideals of their profes- 
sion. 


"We live in tense times. 
Great is- 
sues stir the depths of men. 
Small 
Questions are shrivelled. Questions big, 
of the f a t e not alone of the nations, 
but of the world m a y be decided by 
you. 
I do not venture to prophesj' 
what lays before you. 
But 
whether 
early service is in sight or whether you 
a r e called to an early baptism of flre 
there will always be the incentive to 
high courage and to daring in every 
emergency, you ask yourself the ques- 
tion, 'what would Dewey d o ? ' "

constitutional authority to declare war

dens upon f u t u r e generations. 
Before 
you take this blood upon your hands, 
consider, I pray you, first, that 
t h e 
wrongs which you would punish, cruel 
and unjustifiable as they are, are not 
intended primarily against this coun- 
try but are acts of desperation directed 
against other nations with which the 
offenders are at war. 
Second, that our 
land is not threatened with invasion, 
])ut that we are asked to go

President Endorses Plan.

that they are capturing villages with cavalry indicates that they are 
not yet in contact with the main German forces. The most advanced 
British outposts are still ten miles from the Cambrai line, where allied 
observers assumed the Germans propose to make their real stand. Mil- 
itary critics in Paris and London are reverting to the belief that the 
present retreat is onTy part of the plan for a retirement on a tremen- 
dous scale to 'the Belgian border. In support of this theory it is 
pointed out that the withdrawal from the Noyon and Bapaume salients 
is rapidly forcing the M^hole German line into the form of an immense 
right angle. The upright of this angle runs north and south for 120 
miles from Nieuport on the Belgian coast to La on. The lines run for 
about an equal distance cast to the Lorraine border. It is into the 
apex of this angle that Gen. Nivellc is boring his way threatening to 
cut the forces of the invaders squarely in two. 


British operations in Palestine are indicated by today's reports 
to be progressing successfully on a large scale with the British forces 
closing in steadily on Jerusalem. On March 7 a British column was 
reported within 40 miles of Jerusalem at El-Chalil, or Hebron, about 
35 miles inland. 
This column has evidently been supported by a 
stronger army, advancing up the Mediterranean coast, where it can 
be munitioned and supplied by water. The coast army moving north- 
ward from Bafa has rushed up the Mediterranean shore to within five 
miles of Gaza, the historic town of bible times. Gaza is almost direct- 
ly west of El-Chalil, bringing the British front up to a straight line 
apparently across nearly the entire breadth of Palestine between the 
.Mediterranean and the Dead sea. Forty miles north of Gaza is Jaffa 
the port of Jerusalem, whence a railway line runs to the capital. 


The British report shows the army now near Gaza to be engaged 
in constructing a railway apparently to facilitate its advance or its 
operations further in the interior of Palestine. 
It has defeated a 
Turkish army of 20,000, capturing a general and a whole divisional 
staff, together with some 900 men including several Austrian officers 
and Austrian and German men of rank and file and two Austrian 4.2 
inch howitzers. 
Today 's official reports from Paris and Berlin show 
little change in conditions in the field of the German retreat on the 
French front. 


Heavy fighting is continuing in the Champagne region and the- 
French are reported by Berlin to have attempted an extensive attack 
northwest of Verdun. This latter move, a sweeping assault on Hill 
304, is declared to have failed while in the Champagne the French are 
said to have been frustrated in their attempts to recapture 
the 
trenches they recently lost.

Sketches from Life

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Grow More Foodstuffs. 


The federal department of agriculture appeals to everybody in 
the country who has or can obtain soil to cultivate this year to make 
the most of it. This is a sensible and practical appeal tliat will great- 
ly profit such as may heed it and is calculated to do great good the 
whole world around. 


There is a world-wide shortage of foodstuffs. To Europe no one 
can look for any effort to help make up this shortage. If peace were 
to come at once its coming would be too late to avail anything this 
year in relieving civilized mankind's stress for the things mankind 
must have to eat. Moreover, the end of the world war would create 
conditions that Americans in general would scarcely fancy. With 
blockades raised and embargoes lifted, with the free seas restored once 
more to the unmolested commerce of the world, such a demand for 
American foodstuffs would ensue from the half-starved nations now 
at war as would all but strip us clean. Impoverished as all of them are 
by the stupendous drains made by the great conflict, they would find 
the means to supply their long underfed peoples with enough food to 
restore health, contentment and bodily efficiencies. 


America will not be able to deny the world's demand for food. It 
would be a dangerous thing to place embargoes upon a commerce that 
always has been the backbone of American foreign trade, for besides 
costing us invaluable other markets it i.iBght incite a bitter feeling 
against us. Then, too, America docs not want to refuse food to the 
starving nations that have been exhausting themselves in a vast and 
•useless as well as Jaeedless strife. Because it is in the first place com- 
merce is no reason why it should not also be a good privilege to re- 
lieve the distress of millions of human beings who for two years or 
more have been suffering for food. 


There has been» a shortage of food in America during the year 
just now passing—less of a shortage than would be fair warrant for 
the prices of many things—but nevertheless a shortage. To overcome 
this subnormal condition of our markets for foodstuffs we must have 
larger crops than were taken from the fields last year and to have a 
supply for the foreign demand that surplus must be very large. That 
lissurance may be taken for having an abundance there ought to be 
this year the greatest crop acreage ever seeded. "While it is unusual 
to encounter two lean years consecutively, it is by no means an im- 
possibility. A huge acreage is the hostage for a poor yield. If the 
yield should be average or even abnormal there will be a demand for 
\t and prices will be stiff enough to suit producers. 


A Good 
Riddance. 


While nothing wholly conclusive has come out of the proceedings 
brought by the big oil companies against the state of Indiana to en- 
join collection oi the fees for oil inspection, the fact that three federal 
judges have granted the injunction goes far enough to make it clear 
there can be no profit to the commonwealth in going farther with the 
suit. Indeed, it is a welcome issue of the proceedings. The state oil 
inspection law has had a more than mellow odor for some time. The 
contentions it gave rise to in the late legislature were neither pleasant 
nor creditable. The subsequent events relating to it have only served 
io intrease the disfavor in which it popularly had been held. The fed- 
eral injunction has opened a way out for the state government and 
there has been prompt seizure of the opportunity. 


The state oil inspector, appointed but a short time since, has re- 
signed and will close up the affairs of the department. The deputies 
ivill at ónee become so many Othellos with their occupations gone. The 
occasion for some of the most flagrant politics ever practiced by the 
big parties in the state of Indiana has happily disappeared. It is a 
good riddance of some bad rubbish. 


The law was created a good many years tìgo to provide spoils for 
itéf tcptiblican party in the state, but it may well be doubted if those 
who éottCeived the idea and contrived the means of making it effective 
iiad in mind at the time that it could be turned so extensively to ac- 
èOltfit in the partisan politics of Indiana. It has been a hotbed of par- 
liÉàll abuses, and that it has not been the hatchery of flagrant scandal 
^ thè strangest 'hing in the whole history of the law's operation. 


What the republican legislature refused to do for Governor 
Ooodrieh upon his most urgent and most personal appeal, a federal 
eOtii*t has performed and made no fuss over it. The wiping out of the 
oil inspection department is a good thing, no matter how brought 
ibout.

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Grow More Foodstuffs. 


The federal department of agriculture appeals to everybody in 
flie country Avho has or can obtain soil to cultivate this year to make 
the most of it. This is a sensible and practical appeal that will great- 
ly profit such as may heed it and is calculated to do great good the 
whole world around. 


There is a world-wide shortage of foodstuffs. To Europe no one 
can look for any effort to help make up this shortage. If peace were 
to come at once its coming would be too late to avail anything this 
year in relieving civilized mankind's stress for the things mankind 
must have to eat. Moreover, the end of the world war would create 
conditions that Americans in general would scarcely fancy. With 
blockades raised and embargoes lifted, with the free seas restored once 
more to the unmolested commerce of the world, such a demand for 
American foodstuffs would ensue from the half-starve^i nations now 
at war as would all but strip us clean. Impoverished as all of them arc 
by the stupendous drains made by the great conflict, they would find 
the means to supply their long underfed peoples with enough food to 
restore health, contentment and bodily efficiencies. 


America will not be able to deny the world's demand for food. It 
would be a dangerous thing to place embargoes upon a commerce that 
always has been the backbone of American foreign trade, for besides 
costing us invaluable other markets it hibght incite a bitter feeling 
against us. Then, too, America does not want to refuse food to the 
starving nations that have been exhausting themselves in a vast and 
tuseless as well as needless strife. Because it is in the first place com- 
merce is no reason why it should not also be a good privilege to re- 
lieve the distress of millions of human beings who for two years or 
more have been suffering for food. 


, 
There has been- a shortage of food in America during the year 
just now passing—less of a shortage than would be fair warrant for 
the prices of many things—but nevertheless a shortage. To overcome 
this subnormal condition of our markets for foodstuffs we must have 
larger crops than were taken from the fields last year and to have a 
supply for the foreign demand that surplus must be very large. That 
i|ssuranee may be taken for having an abundance there ought to be 
this year the greatest crop acreage ever seeded. While it ifi unusual 
to encounter two lean years consecutively, it is by no means an im- 
possibility. A huge acreage is the hostage for a poor yield. If the 
yield should be average or even abnormal there will be a demand for 
\t and prices will be stiff enough to suit producers. 


A Good Riddance. 


While nothing wholly conclusive has come out of the proceedings 
brought by the big oil companies against the state of Indiana to en- 
join collection ot the fees for oil inspection, the fact that three federal 
judges have granted the injunction goes far enough to make it clear 
there can be no profit to the commonwealth in going farther with the 
suit. Indeed, it is a welcome issue of the proceedings. The state oil 
iiupection law has had a more than mellow odor for some time. The 
contentions it gave rise to in the late legislature were neither pleasant 
lior creditable. The subsequent events relating to it have only served 
to increase the disfavor in which it popularly had been held. The fed- 
irai injunction has opened a way out for the state government and 
thete has been prompt seizure of the opportunity. 


The state oil inspector, appointed but a short time since, has re- 
figned and will close up the affairs of the department. The deputies 
Tirill.at once become so many Othellos with their occupations gone. The 
occasion for some of the most flagrant politics ever practiced by the 
bigf parties in the state of Indiana has happily disappeared. It is a 
good tiddance of some bad rubbish. 


The law was created a good many years ligo to provide spoils for 
tié téptiblican party in the state, but it may well be doubted if those 
who conceived the idea and contrived the means of making it effective 
iiad in mind, at the time that it could be turned so extensively to ac- 
èmiiit in the partisan politics of Indiana.

S DECLARED 


Intercollegiate Rowing As- 
sociation Stewards Make 
the Decision.

March 
29.—Formal

nouncement was made yesterday that the 
intercollegiate regatta, scheduled for June 
21 at Poughkeepsie, would be declared off 
in case of war. 


This decision was reached at a special 
meeting of the 
board of stewards, at 
which the situation was considered from 
the viewpoint of both the participating 
colleges and the association. 


At the conclusion of the conference the 
following statement was Issued: 


"The board of stewards of the Intercol- 
legiate Rowing association at a meeting 
today decided in view of the almost uni- 
versal response of the rowing men of 
the various universities—practically 
the 
entire squads of 
Cornell, Pennsylvania 
and Columbia having affiliated themselves 
with some military or naval organization 
—that if congress declares war no course 
can be considered except to call off the 
intercollegiate regatta at Poughkeepsie. 
In fact, with war declared It appears 
doubtful if 
any of the 
great rowing 
fixtures will be held this year. 


"While it is extremely doubtful if the 
intercollegiate regatta Is held this year, 
the board of stewards has voted to ex- 
tend tentative invitations to California, 
Stanford, Syracuse, Princeton, Washing- 
ton and 
Wisconsin to compete 
in the 
Poughkeepsie regatta if the same should 
be held."

6te«l in Modern Guns >• Subjected to 
Strain Which it Beyond Ordinary 
Comprehension. 


Modern high-power gnns could not be 
[)Ullt without steel strong enough to 
resist the enormous preuure to which 
they are subjected. 
How great tliese 
pressures are it bejoad comprehen- 
sion, says the Wall Street Journal. 


At each discharge of a gun, in the 
case of field pieces, for less than three- 
tenths of a second the pressure ex- 
beeds 20 tons to the square Inch, and 
the speed of the projectile leaving the 
puzzle Is more than 2,500 feet a sec- 
pud. 
The energy developed is placed 
|ttt about 600,000 foot-pounds. In other 
•nrords, considering the cannon a mo- 
tor working during an exceedingly 
short time, its rating is about 20,000,000 
horae power. 


Not only must the metal be able to 
resist these strains time after time;

COAL IS $60 A TON 


Prices Have Seared So High tn Italy 
That People Have Resorted to 
Ancient Heating Method. 


With coal selling at $60 a ton, and 
the government gradually taking over 
all existing supplies and prohibiting 
its use by hotels and boarding housea, 
and with gas and electricity dear or 
the supply reduced. Italian households 
and business offices have bad to re- 
vert to the ancient method of burning 
finely powdered wood charcoal dust 
In a two-gàllon earthen jar, says the 
Toronto Globe. 


The Jar is filled half full of char- 
coal dust, placed In the open air or 
ne,pr an open window, and some live 
coals of wood or charcoal put In the 
center of the dust. 
Slow combustion 
is started and gradually the entire sur- 
face of the dust burns to ashes while 
the smoldering fire reaches dx>wnward. 
When, after 12 hours, no more smoke 
and little gas Is given oft, the heated 
jar is placed in the cold room and let 
stay there for 24 hours, after which 
d fresh layer of dnst is placed in the 
jar and the process repeated. 


Before the war this means of heat- 
ing had been abandoned except by the 
very poor.

Munitions-making m a y be added to 
woman's 
m a n y 
occupations 
if t h e 
United States goes to war. And it will 
be considered, generally, as t h e most 
modern of all man's employments open 
to women in this country when, in fact. 
It is probably t h e first one of great im- 
portance for which w o m a n proved h e r 
fitness. 


Many a modern "daughter of t h e 
revolution" possesses a single pewter 
plate or spoon 
which 
she' cherishes 
more carefully than a n y of h e r w e d - 
ding silver and which she proudly dls- 
plaj^s a s t h e only survival of a n or- 
iginal doeen, the other eleven having 
been melted u p f o r bullets f o r W a s h - 
ington's soldiers. 


America's original 
w o m a n 
muni- 
tions m a k e r s produced w h a t was, lit- 
erally, a h o m e - m a d e article. 
They 
melted u p their precious pewter a t t h e 
great kitchen 
fireplaces 
a n d poured 
their bullets in molds on t h e kitchen 
tables. 
Generally t h e old women w h o 
were experienced a n d not wasteful had 
charge of this fine art. 


One such heroine, w h o w a s very 
young, WSLS Mars'- Dunlev>'. 
Like some 
modern girls, she was born while h e r 
emigrant parents 
were 
crossing t h e 
Atlantic. 
Mary w a s a n expert bullet- 
m a k e r and 
spent 
m a n y a day and 
night shaping ammunition to help t h e 
American cause. 
Her reward came to 
her when she was appointed a m e m - 
ber 
of t h e 
group 
of beauties w h o 
strewed flowers in Washington's path 
on 
t h e occasion 
of his 
triumphal 
march. 


A story which is typical of the will- 
ingness of women patriots to sacrifice 
their 
choicest 
possessions f o r their 
cotintry's liberty is wrapped 
around 
the n a m e of another young girl, H a n - 
n a h Weston. I n 1775 H a n n a h w a s 17, 
married, a n d Jiving; In a small Maine 
settlement near à toWn called'Machias. 


The people of Machias h a d erected 
a liberty pole in defiance of a n English 
ship lying in their harbor. 
W h e n t h e 
pole a n d flag were ordered down by 
the ship's commander, t h e Americans 
for miles around rallied to defend their 
rights. 
As H a n n a h Weston 
watched 
her husband 
m a r c h 
away 
with his 
neighbors, she realized that the little 
band possessed hardly enough a m m u - 
nition f o r a hunting trip. 


She knew, also, that every one of 
her neighbors would gladly ¿urrender 
their precious pewter dishes if they 
were told of t h e necessity. 
So she 
went a m o n g them and by nightfall h a d 
collected a great assortment of pewter 
plates, platters, 
sa,ucers a n d spoons. 
This burden, amounting to 40 pounds, 
she packed in .her two best linen pil- 
low cases and with h e r sister's help, 
carried it along Indian trails, through 
m a r s h and brier tangles, to t h e h a r - 
bor 16 miles away, where the battle 
was in progress. 


Although 
t h e two delicate 
girls 
traveled all night, they did not arrive 
with their sacrifical offering imtil a f t - 
er their m e n folk had captured the 
English ship. 
T h e soldiers welcomed 
their treasure, however, and turned it 
into bullets which were used In the 
enemy's next attack. 


A m e r c h a n t gave H a n n a h 
Weston 
and h e r sister 12 yards of "camlet" 
for two gowns. 
Bits of this stuff were 
preserved for a hundred years by t h e 
descendants of 
H a n n a h 
Weston in 
memory of their brave revolutionary 
grandmother. 


W o m e n 
munition m a k e r s 
worked 
for their country in t h e w a r of 1812, 
but the occupation had changed f r o m 
bullet pouring to cartridge 
filling.

FABRICS USED AS CURRENCY 


American Cotton Cloth Wat at One 
Time Medium of Purchase in 
Mohammedan World. 


There \ras a time when American 
cotton cloth was the medium of pur- 
chase in a considerable part of the 
Mohammedan world. In the course of i 
his explorations in Africa Henry M.; 
Stanley found the Arabs using 
this; 
cotton cloth, of rough, unbleached vari-! 
ety, as currency. 
Tills cloth 
waij 
called "Mericanl." So many 
measnrea, 
of "Mericanl" could bay so many tnsks: 
of ivory, so many wives or ao many' 
slavQg. 


All through European and Asiatic 
Turkey down into Arabia, in Persia,: 
and on the borderland of India the! 
"Mericani" from the mills of New 
England was the universally used cot- 
ton cloth. 
Turkey obtained most of 
her cotton cloth from New England. 
"Mericanl" was ultimately «wept from 
the markets of the Mohammedan world' 
by English goods of a cheaper grade,, 
some of It manufactured In Lancashire 
and some of It produced by English, 
mills In India. 


In the search for markets under the; 
intense competiUon that will prevail 
after the war, the American manufac- 
turer would do well to turn to Tur- 
key and the other parts of the Mo- 
hammedan world In which half a cen- 
tury ago he enjoyed a practical mo- 
nopoly, says the New York Mail. There 
are nearly 22.000.000 of people in Tur- 
key. 
Most of them wear cotton in- 
stead of woolen garments. 
Owing to 
the w a r which Great Britain is waging 
against Turkey, British goods will not 
be very popular in the Ottoman em- 
pire when peace Is resiored.

F u r t h e r steps to expedite measures 
affecting the national emergency were 
taken today when democrat and

Foodstuffs. 


The federal department of agriculture appeals to everybody in 


the country who has or can obtain soil to cultivate this year to make 
the most of it. ' This is a sensible and practical appeal that will great, 
ly profit such as may heed it and is calculated to do great good the 
whole world around, 
<. 


There is a world-wide shortage of foodstuffs. To Europe no one 


can look for any effort to help make up this shortage. If peace were 
to come at once its coming would be too late to avail anything this 
year in relieving civilized mankind's stress for the things mankind 
must have to eat. Moreover, the end of the world war would create 
conditions that Americans in general would scarcely fancy. With 
blockades raised and embargoes lifted, with the free seas restored once 
more to the unmolested commerce of the world, such a demand for 
American foodstuffs would ensue from the half-starved nations now 
at yar as would all but strip us clean. Impoverished as all of them are 
by .the stupendous drains made by the great conflict, they would find 
the means to supply their long underfed peoples with enough food to 
restore health, contentment and bodily efficiencies. 


America will not be able to deny the world's demand for food. It 


•would be a dangerous thing to place embargoes upon a commerce that 
always has been the backbone of American foreign trade, for besides 
costing us invaluable other markets it r«ght incite a bitter feeling 
against us. Then, too, America does not want to refuse food to the 
starving nations that have been exhausting themselves in a vast and 
useless as well as needless strife. Because it is in the first-place com- 
merce is no reason why it should not also be a good privilege to re- 
lieve the distress of millions of human beings who for two years or 
more have been suffering for food. 


There has been a shortage of food in America during the year 


just now passing—less of a shortage than would be fair warrant for 
the prices of many things—but nevertheless a shortage. To overcome 
this subnormal condition of our markets for foodstuffs we must have 
larger crops than were taken from the fields last year and to have a 
supply for the foreign demand that surplus must be very largo. That 
assurance may be taken for having an-abundance there ought to be 
this year the greatest crop acreage ever seeded. While it is unusual 
to encounter two lean years consecutively, it is by no means an im- 
possibility. A huge acreage is the hostage for a poor yiehl If the 
vield should be average or even abnormal there will be a demand for 
U and prices will be stiff enough to suit producers.

If the Germans arc driven from the "Hlndenwrg line," according to al- 


ly reports, their next stand Is to be on a line closely paralleling the Franco- 
Belgian border. In the foothills of the Ardennes mountains. This would 
mean giving up about half the territory In Franco that remains In Gor- 
man hands. The new, shorter line from Idle to Verdun, Is shown on this 
map, together with the supposed "Hln donbura line," which the Germans are 
now defending. 


While nothing wholly conclusive has come out of the proceedings 


brought by the big oil companies against the state of Indiana to en- 
join, collection of the fees for oil inspection, the fact that three federal 
judges have granted the injunction goes far enough to make it clear 
there can be no profit to the commonwealth in going farther with the 
suit. Indeed, it is a welcome issue of the proceedings. The state oil 
inspection law has had a more than mellow odor for some time. The 
contentions it gave rise to in the late legislature were neither pleasanl 
nor creditable. The subsequent events relating to it have only served 
to increase the disfavor in which it popularly had been held. The fed 
tral injunction has opened a way out for the state government and 
there has been prompt seizure of the opportunity. 


The state oil inspector, appointed but a short time since, has re 


signed and will close up the affairs of the department. The deputie 
will at once become so many Othellos with their occupations gone. Th 
occasion for some of the most flagrant politics ever practiced by th 
big parties in the state of Indiana has happily disappeared. It is 
good riddance of some bad rubbish. 


The law was created a good many years ago to provide spoils for 


the republican party in the state, but it may well bo doubted if those 
who conceived the idea and contrived the means of making it effective 
had in mind at the time that it could be turned so extensively to ac- 
count in the partisan politics of Indiana. It has bceu a hotbed of par- 
tisan abuses, and that it has not been the hatchery of flagrant scandal 
is the strangest thing in the whole history of the law's operation.

"I further find Dispatcher Fred M. 


Banks negligent In failing to give the 
crew of freight car No. 63 an order to 
protect themselves against work car 
No. 61 between the end? of Broadway 
and Ferguson. 
"I further find the officiate of said 


company negligent In that 'they re- 
quired Fred M. Banks to do work oth- 
er than that of train dispatcher, 
which might interfere with his proper- 
ly and safely handling the trains. 


"I further find that the crew of 


work car No. 61 had orders to work 
from the end of Broadway to Fer- 
guson, and that at the time of said 
collision said work car was-returning 
toward Broadway without 
having 


orders to- do so, and was running at a. 
high rate of .speed approaching Stop 
8, contrary to the rules of said com- 
pany."

coat -dust, placed In the open air or 
noar an open window, and some live 
coals of wood or charcoal put In the 
center of the dust. Slow combustion 
Is started and gradually the entire sur- 
face of the dost burns to as,hes while 
the smoldering ,&te reaches downward. 
When, after 12 hours, no more smoke 
and little gas Is given oft, the heated 
Jar Is placed in the cold room and let 
stay there for 24 hours, after which 
a fresh layer of dust Is placed in the 
jar nnd the process repeated.

ngness ot women patriots to sacrifice 
heir choicest possessions for their 
country's liberty is wrapped around 
he name, of another young girl, Han- 
ah Weston. In 1775 Hannah was 17, 
named, and living in a small Maine 
ettlement near a town called Machlas. 


The people of Machias had erected 


. liberty pole in defiance ot an English 
hip lying in their harbor. When the 
50le and flag were ordered down by 
he ship's commander, the Americans 
or miles around rallied to defend their 
rights. As Hannah Weston watched 
her husband march away with his 
neighbors, she realized that the little 
band possessed hardly enough ammu- 
nition for a hunting trip. 
She knew, also, that every one of 


her neighbors would gladly surrender 
their precious pewter dishes if they 
were told of the necessity. 
So she 


went among them and by nightfall had 
collected a great assortment of pewter 
plates, platters, saucers and spoons. 
This burden, amounting to 40 pounds, 
she packed in her two best linen pil- 
low cases and with her sister's help, 
carried It along Indian trails, through 
marsh and brier tangles, to the har- 
bor 16 miles away, where the battle 
was in progress. 
Although the two delicate girls 


traveled all night, they did not arrive 
with their sacrifical offering until aft- 
er their men folk had captured the 
English ship. The soldiers welcomed 
their treasure, however, and turned it 
Into bullets which were used In the 
enemy's next attack. 


A merchant gave Hannah Weston 


and her sister 12 yards of "camlet" 
for two gowns. Bits of this stuff were 
preserved for a hundred years by the 
descendants of

here today by the resolution's commit- 
tee.

In the present emergency the reso- 


lutions said, the army, navy, marina 
corps, national guard and naval mili- 
tia units should be utilized for the pur- 
pose of such training and service, that 
all men In tho nineteenth and twen- 
tieth years, eligible for service, should 
me enrolled as recruits in aither the 
army, navy or marine corps for one 
year, 
or in the national guard ors 


naval militia for three years. 


The resolutions further reepmmend 


that the age limit at which''enlisted 
men can be appointed second lieuten- 
ants, be advanced to thirty-five years, 
and that congress establish a more 
reasonable 
theoretical 
examination 


than is now prescribed by existing 
regulation so that the enlisted man 
may have a real opportunity of ad- 
vancement. 
Other recommendations 


are that in time of war or emergency 
service, $15 a month be added to the 
pay of every enlisted man in all 
grades, that pending the adoption of 
a plan for compulsory service all re- 
serve obligations by contract of en- 
listment in the ramy or national guard 
should bo abolished, that tho term of 
enlistment should be three years, that 
in time of war all enlistments should 
be for the duration of the war and 
that in time of peace they should •* 
for one year.
